In exercise of the powers conferred by Article 229 of 
the Constitution of India, the Honourable the Chief 
Justice hereby makes the following amendments to the 
Kerala High Court Service Rules, 2007 namely:— 

Amendment (C.S. No. 36) 

In the Rules, 

In Rule 13(d), the words “In an equivalent or 
higher scale of pay” shall be substituted with 
the words “carrying equivalent or higher 
emoluments” 

The above amendment shall come into force with 
immediate effect.

Explanatory Note 

(This does not form part of the amendment, but is 
intendend to indicate its general purport.) 

As per the existing rules when a probationer is 
deputed to another service, the period spend on 
deputation will not be counted towards declaration of 
probation unless the deputed post carries a scale of pay 
equivalent to or higher than that of the post held in the 
High Court establishment. It has been pointed out that 
though the rule is clear and reasonable as far as 
deputation to the posts following State Government 
pattern of scale of pay are concerned, the said rule causes 
a lot of hardship to the members opting for deputation to 
other services which follow a scale of pay of pattern, 
different from that of the State Government pattern. The 
amendment is intended to tide over this situation.
